2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-23 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over each of Vidra, Caudry and Meier in view 
of Elango. 

Vidra (4,205.061) entitled "Oral Antimicrobial Compositions" teaches in column 3 antimicrobial dentifrices with 
cetylpyridintum chloride. 

Caudry (J of Infection Control) entitled "Contaminated Toothbrushes and Their Disinfection" teaches in the abstract, 
antimicrobial compositions such as Cepacol. 

Meier (J of Dental Hygiene) entitled "An In Vitro Investigation of the Efficacy of CPC for Use in Toothbrush 
Decontamination" teaches CPC as an antimicrobial in oral compositions. 

The claims differ from the above references in that they include sodium lauryl sarcosine with the CPC. 

Elango (5,380,648) entitled "Method for the Diagnosis of Virulent Bacteria" teaches in column 5 lines 58-60. bacteria are 
lysed with sodium lauryl sarcosyl or sodium lauryl sarcosine. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art to include sodium lauryl sarcosine as taught by Elango in the 
compositions of the above primary references because sodium lauryl sarcosine is also known to be antimicrobial.
